The obligalions of the state
are promptly met, and every legal de-
mand made upon the treasurer is paid as
soon a8 presznted. Daring the pres-
ent administration not a warraut ol the
state has been discounted because of
non-payment. ln fact, there 1s not a
single warrant now outstanding. Here-
tolore warrauts have been issued and
seut to the warious civil officers and
otber claimants throughont the state,
and before the warrants were, or could
be cashed, they were discounted by
some person or bank In the locality to
which they were sent. Now the war-
rants are sent by the anditor to the
treasurer, who issues a draft therafor
upun the Bunk of Commerce ot St.
Louls, upon which the money ia receiv-
ed without delay or discount. The
warrants drawn payable Lo the creditor
or bearer, weie liable to be lost and
cashed by some one other than the real
owner. Such Is not the case now. 1
think the change a prudent one.

In compliance with sectiom 7,637,
Revised Statutes, the tressurer on the
224 day of Jauuary, 1881, had a circa-
lur letter printed aud seut to all of
the principal banks or baunking in-
stitutions of the state and printedin
many of the newspapers of the state,
soliciting bids fur keeping the publio
funds lor the term specified iu such
bids aud unnl a new coutract shall
be made. On the 8th day of Febru-
ury, 1881, the bids were opeued as
directed by luw, in the presence of the
goveruor and attorney-general; and
it beiug sceu that the Bauk of Com-
merce of St. Louls proposed payiug,
montbly, ths bhighest iuterest or
bonus on the aversge daily bilancee,
that bauk was selected a8 the state
depository aud guve lhe sccurity re-
quired by section 7,689 of the Re-
vised Sturutes. The bauk has faith-
fully ralfitled its part ot the coutract
from that date to the present time,
aud has furnished the etate every de-
slred facility in the transaction of 118
finavcial business. By the close of
this year the bunk will have paid the
ttate sowetlhing over $34,000 aa iuter-
est upoun the deposits, which has
been credited one-balf to the interest
and one-half 1o the reveuue fund. (n
the 4th day of December, 1882, the
treasurer, under seoilon 7,687 of the
Revised Statutes, maiied a second
clrcular letter to each of the banks or
banking anstitutions of the state,
Soliciting bids fur keepiug the public
tunds, which bids would be received
until the 15th day of December, 1882.
Asno bide were offered on thut duy
from any source,the contract thereto-
fore entered into with the Bauk of
Commerce of St. Louis was coutinued
at the same rate and upou the ssme
terms. This bank has paid from the
beginuing of the coutract double the
interest heretofore received by the
state.

ties incurred hy the state, by re.son
of having issued her bonds and lonned
the same o sald company as & loan of

has boen inlested by bands of truin and
bank robbers, whose lawless deeds not
only rendered railrosd travel and bank-
ing dsugerous in certain localiiies of
the state, but also gave the sia:e an
unenvinbie reputation at home and
abroad.

My predescessors assiduonsly endeav-
ored, by the use ol every mens uni
power within their control, to sccom.
plish the destruction of these bsuils, but
their efforta proved abortive, QO the
15th day of July, 1881, certain purtivs,
under the lesdership of Jesse W.
James, stopped and robbed a train upon
the line of the Chicago, Itock lsland
and Pacific railroad, at a point neer
Winston, in Davicss couuty; and, in
the perpetration ol the robbery, killed
Wiiliam Westfuall, 1he conducior ol the
train, and John MeCalloch, an employe
ol the company. Ou the 28th day ol
Jualy, 1881, I Issued the lollowing proc-
lamation :

WueEREAS, It has been made known
10 me, as the goveruor of the state of
Missouri, thut certuin parties, whose
names are o me unknown, have con-
tederated and banded themsclves to-
gether for the purpose of cominitting
robberies and other depredations with-
in this state; and

WHEREAS sail parties did, on or
about the 8. h day ot October, 1879,
stop a traio near Gleudale, in the coun-
1y ol Jnckson, In s:a1ad state, and with
force and violence take, stexl and carry
away the mupney and other express
matter being earri=d thereon; and

WuEREAS on the 15th day of Jaly,
1881, said parties and their eonfeders-
tes diil etop a traln vpon Lhe line of the
Chieago, Rock lsland und Pucifie rail-
road, near Winston, in the county of
Daviess, in suid state, and with force
and violerce, take, wteal and onr-
ry awuy the money and other expresas

WuEREAS Frauk James an:d Jesse
W. Jumes «tand indieted In the elrenir
court of said Daviess counly, lor the
murder ol John W. Sheets, and the
parties engaged in the roblieries and
murders aloresaid have fled lrom justice
and have nbsconded und secreted them-
selves;

Now, thercfore, in consideration ol
the priemises, and In lieu ot all other
rewurds heretolore offered tor the ar-
rest or couviction ol the parties atore-
said, or either of them, by any person
or corporation, I, Thomas T. Critien-
den, governor ol the state of Missourl,
do hereby offer a reward of five thous-
snd dollars ($5,000) tor the arrest and
conviction of eachi person participating
in either o! the robberies or murders
atoresaid excepting the said Frank
Jumes and Jesse W. James, and for
the arrest and delivery of seid
Frank James and each or cither
ol them to the sherif of sad
Daviess county, I hereby ofter a reward
ol five thousand dollars ($5,000), and
for the conviction of either of the par
ties lsst aforeraid of participation n
either ol the murders or rvobberie-
abuve mentioned, 1 bhereby ofter a
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lentless energy of the officers and oiti-
zens of this siate, and particularly of
localities in which the outlaws had su
long found symyathy and concealment.
The policy andoptedror the extirpation
of these bands received the co-operation
ol the criminal couort of Jackson county
und its oflicers; and thus there was hut
little difficulty 11 secoring a pronounced
enforcement of the laws, and awakening
in the minds of the people of that conn-
ty o sertied determination to remove
the stain placed upon the counlty by
the Jepredations of these bauds, and to
snmmmarily end at once, aud lorever, the
crimes and eareer ol the organization,
In thia connection 1 desire to publiely
recogmze the intelligent and eflicient
assistance ol Capt. Henry H. Craig ol
Kunsag Citly and Shemff James R.
Timberlake ol Clay county., The aid
rendered by these gentlemen was inval-
uable to me, and withontit the duty de-
vulving upon me would have been much
more didicult, il noL altogether impoxsi-
ble, to aceomplish.
sumed requiredd fearless courage, exira-
ordinary vigilance and an nuirring se-
leetion of instrumentalities. They ae-
complished in fourteen wmonths what
others for twenty years had whlolly
failed to do; and to these gentlemen,
more than to all others, is due the credit
of bringing these outlaws to justice. It
also glives me pleasures lo recoguize the
the valoable services ol John Cason,
Sherif of Saliue county, who was
always ready toundergo any labor, dan-
ger or exposure iu porsuit of Lthe out-
lnws. Io him Capts. Craig nnd Timber-
lake had anintelhigientand falthful coad-
jutor. These brave officers discharged
every duty learlessly snd well, to which
I unhesitatingly brar official testimouny.

I paid $20,000 in rewards Lo various
pergons lor the captare and overthrow
of this band ot desperadoes, not oune
dollar ot which was taken Irom the state
treasury., It is not probable that Mis-
sour! will again be eursed and disgraced
by the pre-ence ol such a baud of men
confederated together tor desperate pur-
poses. Itislully redeemed and acquited
ol thut unwarranted appellation ot *‘rob-
ber state,”” But an insignilicant pum-
ber of people 1n two ur three countivs
gave countenance to such iawlessness,
Our peopls, with one accord, heartily
approve of the measures and wenns em-
ployed to compel these violators ot the
law to confess its power and wajasly,
and applaud the stern, unbending de-
termination of the oflicers who cuntrib-
uted so much to the fulfilment ol thut
purpose.
